DR. J. M. ELDER 
DIED AFTER A 
LONG ILLNESS 

Popular McGill Professor Suc- 
cumbed to Illness Last 
Night. 

FUNE RALFR 1DAY. 

Was Always Actively Con- 
nected with Undergradu- 
ate Affairs. 

The death occurred at halt-past seven 
last night of Dr. J. M. Elder at his 
residence, 731 Sherbrooke Street West 
Dr. Elder,' was a graduate of Arts in 
1881 and of Medicine 1885, and lias been 
closely connected with McGill ever since 
that lime. As Assistant Professor of 
Surgery and Clinical Surgery he was 
identified with the Faculty of Medicine 
for many years and only resigned 
1920 to take a long deserved rest. 

At the opening of the war, Dr. Elder 
volunteered to go overseas with the Mc- 
Gill hospital in the rank of Colonel and 
was closely connected with that unit 
throughout the full period of hostilities 
His work was highly praised on several 
occasions during the war and in 1918 he 
was honored by the King in being creat- 
ed a Commander of the Order of St. 
Michael and St. George. He returned to 
Canada in January 1919 and resumed his 
practice until it was curtailed by illness 
last fall. 

Dr. Elder was probably the most fa 
miliar figure of any of the professors to 
the majority of the students about the 
campus. He had been closely connected 
with the athletic activities in his own 
college days and that interest was con- 
tinued until the time of his death. During 
his undergraduate days at McGill he was 
the President of the Rugby Club and 
was elected Honorary-President of that 
organization for many years in succes- 
sion when he was connected with the 
staff. 

There was rarely a .trip made by tile 
football team unless the players were 
accompanied by him and, when illness 
prevented him 'from leaving his bed last 
fall, a message was sent to the players 
from him before every contest. From his 
room in the Royal Victoria Hospital he 
could hear the shouts of the rooters at 
the football games on the Tcrcival Mol- 
son Memorial Stadium and was nlwn 
anxious to bear the results of the games 
as soon as the quiet announced that they 
were concluded. 

The funeral will take place on Tues- 
day afternoon next at 2.30 o'clock from 
his residence to Melville church. Mem- 
bers of the football team in particular, 
and generally all of the students arc 
asked to be present at the funeral ser 
vice. 



McGILL STUDENT 
DIES AT HOSPITAL 

W. W. Thompson, Victim of 
Pneumonia. 



The Student body of McGill has ex 
perienced another loss in the death of 
Wendell William Thompson, aged 27 
who succumbed to pneumonia after a 
short illness at the Montreal General 
Hospital, on January 18th. 1922. 

Wendell's home was Point l.a Xim, 
New Brunswick, and he received his 
prep, school training at Campbcllton 
High School. The early days of the war 
found him teaching school in the West 
xnd it was not long before he responded 
to the call, and wait overseas where he 
served on the Western Front with the 
4tb Canadian Machine Gun Battalion. 

Returning to Canada, he entered Me 
Gill in 1919 with the class of Medicine 
24. "Tommy" was always quiet and un- 
obstrusivc but his ready wit and steady 
personality made him a general favour- 
ite with his fellow students. His passing 
leaves a gap which is felt most keenly.

GOOD FINISH 
IN SKI RACE 
ON SATURDAY 

Fourteen Entries in Cross- 
country Run. 

ELLIOT WON. 



Team Chosen for Dartmouth 
Carnival — Entries 
Wired. 



After a gruelling seven-mile run with 
with thirteen competitors following hard 
after him, Howard Elliot, Arts '22, ski- 
ed down McTavish Street to the ski-run 
finish outside the Library, the winner 
by two minutes. The official time for 
Elliot's run was 37 mill. 30 seconds. Tilt 
second place honours go to Wade, 
whose time was 39 min, 30 sec. Hill ran 
third and Dcsbarats fourth. 

Saturday's cross-country event was 
probably the fastest and most-exhaust- 
ing race ever run here. The committee in 
charge made a change at the last mo- 
ment and instead of following the local 
custom of starting the runmcrs off 'at 
half-minute intervals, they instituted the 
American system of starting all the men 
off at once. The change was thought ad 
visable as the race was essentially an 
elimination for the Dartmouth Carnival, 
and as such should be run off consistent 
with the Dartmouth system. In cotiscq- 
enec, all the runners were hard-pressed 
and this meant faster running and better 
time all around. The icy condition of the 
mountain necessitated another departure 
from the accustomed routine : the course 
was shifted from the usual one and was 
run almost entirely on the roads of the 
mountain. This was advisable under toe 
circumstances, but took away somcwhv 
from the "cross-country" aspect, as 
there was no wooded country and few 
hills of arty length. 

Fourteen competitors started from the 
Club Houscc on the old Park Slide Hill. 
By the time Shakespeare Lane was 
reached, the- runners-were well lined-out, 
though sticking hard to each other. 
Down Cote des Neiges to the R. C. 
Cemetery, through the Cemetery to Cal- 
vary, down the north serpentine to ev- 
entually Mount Royal Avenue, thence 
following the Mt. Royal serpentine along 
under the old elevator-shaft, past the 
Ross Memorial, down to Peel and Pine, 
and finally down M-cTavish to the Red- 
path Library. All fourteen competitors 
finished, with no conspicuous lagging in 
the ranks anywhere. 

Great credit must be given to Dcsba- 
rats, although the official report ranks 
him fourth. At the corner of Pine and 
McTavish, he was right at Elliot's heels, 
but unlike Elliot, Dcsbarats carried on 
down to University St., instead of slid-

Editor of McGiil Daily, 
Dear Sir:— 

With the beginning of the new hall- 
term, our lecturers have been reminding 
us of the amount of time which they 
expect us to devote to our courses of 
study apart from the 'lecture periods. 
Three of the professors, whose nasjes 
1 have the privilege of attending, '.:;-.vc 
uronounred the required amount o 
time as two hours, an hour and a hilt 
and one Dour respectively. Since then ' 
have been interested in making up an 
estimate of the time, which if 1 follow 
this schedule, I shall have left f.-je for 
iuy own idle pleasures. 

I take what is known as an "easy" 
course in Second Year. I have no lec- 
tures on Saturday and no Lab. periods, 
and 1 take only the minimum number 
of courses required by the curriculum. 
Surely I must have a great deal of lei- 
sure time. Let us sec. Here is the sched- 
ule which I have made out for the six 
working-days of the week. 

Sleep:- eight and a half hours per 
day, make fifty-one hours per week 
Meals:- three hours per day or eighteen 
hours per week. Presumably my meals 
are simple and served one time. Dressing 
etc:- An hour and a half a day or nine 
hours per week. I dress in the morning 
and undress at night, never changing my 
clothes or doing my hair during the day- 
time .apparently. For coining to College 
and getting home again 1 count one hour 
per day or six hours per week. Carfare 
is cheap and by taking the car I save 
time, as the Montreal car service is so 
swift and reliable. 1 count six days for 
this item as 1 must come to the Red- 
path on Saturday to spend the full quot: 
of time on my "readings." Lectures and 
gym, periods take up eighteen hours 
week. Time lost in going to the Library 
and looking for books which fellow-stu- 
dents have crabbed before me may be 
estimated at half an hour a day or three 
hours a week. Following the instructions 
of three professors as to the time to be 
spent on' their subjects, and giving the 
minimum amount of one hour per lec- 
ture to the other short-sighted profc^ 
sors who have neglected to supply their 
estimate, I must spend twenty hours 
week on this study. The total is one hun 
dred and twenty-five hours per week 
Subtract this from the total number, 
(one hundred and forty-four,) of hour 
in the six days, and divide the remain- 
der, nineteen hours, by six. We have the 
average of three and one sixth hours of 
leisure per day. 

litis enormous amount of leisure time 
may be squandered on home duties, col- 
lege activities, social activities, outside 
studies, such as Music, reading for plea- 
sure, outdoor exercise 'for health, ex- 
crvise for health, extra baths and dress- 
ing-periods, care of one's clothes, intcil 
sivc work on any one course in case of 
special interest in or inaptitude for 
that course, or loss of time through ill- 
ness, social-service work, etc., c:c. 

Should this epistle meet the eye of 
those professors who have not as yet, 
announced their desire in the matter of 
study periods: 1 beg of them to be merci- 
ful and no: upset. my schedule by in- 
creasing the time from one hour's study 
lor each lecture.

TIMES CRITICISES 
MISS LOHR'S PLAY 

New York Opening of "Voice 
from the Minaret." 

The following critical account of the 
Voice from the Minaret appeared re- 
cently in the New York Times from the 
pen of Alexander Woolcott. Miss Marie 
Lohr was the guest of the Player's' Club 
during her recent theatrical visit to the 
city. 

"As a supplement to her Canadiar 
tour, Marie Lohr, a London favorite oi 
long standing, ventured tentatively into 
New York on Monday last and elected, 
for reasons not yet clear, to make her 
American debut in a shoddy and rhetor- 
ical piece called "The Voice From the 
Minaret." First-nighters in numbers 
that did not precisely jam the Hudson 
beat their palms together amiably 
enough at the end of each act by way of 
expressing cordiality toward the new- 
comer, but did not carry their courtesy 
to the extreme extent of keeping de- 
cently quiet during the performance it- 
self. All through the solemn subterfuges 
of Mr. Hichens's drama they sat idly 
strumming their catarrhs. 

"The Voice From the Minaret" is 
curiously stale. It is written in an 
idiom which the latter-day English play- 
wrights have been painfully unlearning 
these many years. Its characters speak 
and behave less like human beings than 
like the puppets in a third-rate novel of 
the nineties. Their seeming to spend their 
days on stilts may gather a little rein- 
forcement from the fact that Miss Lohr 
herself, with her scrupulous elegance of 
diction, has inherited a little something 
of the grand manner of the palmy days. 
But it would be monstrous to estimate 
her quality and her adaptability when it 
must be seen under such fearful dis- 
advantages. 

"No one has said when "The Voice 
From the Minaret" was written. The 
fact that, in its sedate wey, it makes 
a roguish topical allusion to Mrs. 
Gil'yn's "Three Weeks," suggests that 
after all Mr. Hiclicns may have tossed 
it off as recently as fifteen years ago. 
One is inclined to suspect it of having 
lain disprized in his desk at least that 
long when the belated but extremely fin- 
ancial success of his "Garden of Allah" 
at Drury Lane in 1920 led to its being 
dusted off and reinspected with a new 
awe. Here they may have thought, is a 
piece made from much the same prem- 
ises. Go to, the public shall be deprived 
of it no .longer. As a matter of fact, 
"The Garden of Allah" was rnrried to 
popularity on the wave of interest caus- 
ed by its sandstorm, which so showered 
the stalls with powdered oatmeal (or 
some such sly substitute) that people in 
railway carriages, pubs and omnibuses 
talked of little else for weeks and 
weeks.

McGILL WINS SENSATIONAL 
OVERTI ME GAM E VS. QUEENS 

Not Until 11.40 Were Tired Players Able to Drop their Sticks 
— Queens Put up Good Defence — Anderson and Flana- 
gan Star. 



. In the most sensational batlc wit- 
nessed in intercollegiate circles since 
the memorable McGill— Varsity con- 
test at Toronto in 1920, the McGill 
hockey team triumphed over the 
Queen's sextette at the Mount Royal 
Arena on Saturday night after thirty 
minutes of extra time, by the score of 
4-3. 

Old-time followers of the sport 
who witnessed the struggle declared it 
the most thrilling . encounter staged 
on local ice in a good many years. 
On three occasions during the game 
the score was tied and at no time was 
the margin between the two teams 
greater, than a single goal. At the 
end of the third period the teams 
stood at two all, and after a ten mih-

utc period of play at a terrific pace 
neither team had tallied. The second 
xtra period supplied a number of 
ills. McGerrigle had incurred the 
only penalty on the McGill side, and 
it looked far from encouraging for 
the home team, playing one man 
short, with Queen's staging a prom- 
ising rally. 

Matty Dinccn sent the rooters in- 
to an uproar when he jumped into 
the scoring • column on a beautiful 
shot that hit the comer of the net 
and was too speedy for McNeill to 
handle. But the tri-color six came 
back strong and a minute later again 
drew up alongside • the Red and 
White, when Gibson pushed a loose 
puck into the McGill net. The Mc- 
gill forwards lost several golden op- 
portunties of taking the lead during 
the remainder of this session, over- 
anxiety, coupled with the continual 
presence of the jinx accounting for 
their inability to find the visitors' 
nets. 

Comparative scores in the intercol- 
Icgitac series should not discourage 
the followers of the Red and White, 
for the team that fell a victim to 
'Varsity's 12 — (i onslaught two weeks 
ago, was not the same as that which 
faced McGill on Saturday. The King- 
ston coach had been concentrating on 
the intermediate team in an effort to 
win the O.IF.A. championship, and 
had kept Campbell and "Red" Mc- 
Kelvcy, the mainstays of the Pres- 
byterian team, out of the game with 
'Varsity. The six which took the ice 
against the local institution was one 
of the strongest that ever represented 
'Queens in ' the intercollegiate league. 
Their defence was almost impreg- 
nable, rnd it is tolerably certain that 
had these men., .been performing 
against the Toronto team, the IMjie 
and White would not have been able 
to amass a total of 12 goals. 

It was a hard earned victory for 
the McGill six, and was certainly well 
deserved. The men displayed the dc- 
teiniiiiafion which has been the out- 
standing characteristic of their play 
throughout the season, whether in 
victory or defeat, • and never for a 
minute showed signs of wanting to 
give up. To play 90 minutes at the 
clip which was set on Saturday night 
without slowing up, speaks very high- 
ly of the grit possessed by the play- 
ers. 

Although the home team was un- 
able to keep- tire lead on a great 
length of time, and the Queens six 
kept holding on tightly, McGill clear- 
ly had the better of the play, and 
were it not for the consistently bril- 
liant performance of McNeill in goal, 
the Red and White would have run 
up a comfortable, lead before the end 
' of 60 minutes of play. 

The McGill wings showed up well. 
"Bon" Anderson gave the finest ex- 
hibition of all round hockey of his 
career, and was easily the star of 
the game. Never before has the 
sturdy centre displayed the speed 
with which he performed on Satur 
day. lie was by far the fastest man 
on the ice, and his stick/handling was 
faultless. Time after time "lioo" 
would start from behind his own goal 
and with great bursts of speed skate 
right through the entire Queen's team. 
For 85 minutes "Boo" played without 
a moment's rest and it was after about 
five minutes' of play in the third ex- 
tra period that Shag drew him out 
for one minute. "Boo" was given a 
great ovation by the spectators as 
he skated to the bench. 

Matty Dinccn, on left wing, gave a 
great account of himself. He was 
ways down the ice with Anderson, 
and his checking was very effective. 
His goal, which placed McGill in the 
lead in the second extra period, was à 
beautiful piece of work. Receiving a 
pass from Anderson, he cleverly fool- 
ed the defence, and drawing up to the 
Queen's goal, sent one into the net 
which was impossible for McNeill to 
handle. Flanagan's shouler contin- 
ued to give Inn a great deal of trou- 
ble, and as a result he slowed up to 
a marked degree. Flin missed a num- 
ber of passes from his team-mates 
when to receive them meant sure 
goals, lie did I not appear to be the 
same man who displayed such a sen- 
sational brand of hockey in Toronto 
last week. His inability to use the 
right arm having placed a great han- 
dicap upon the McGll athlete. 

The defence, Dempsey and McGcr 
rigle, once again acquitted themselves 
in great fashion. These youngsters 



played with all the coolness and 
firmness of tried veterans. They 
îaved Stcnson a good deal of work- 
by their close checking. Dempscy, in 
particular, gained, the favor of the 
stands by his hard work. Jack was 
in. on every "play,- and his body check- 
ing was the best seen here for a long 
time. He rarely missed his man, and 
many times succeeded in taking the 
puck away from the opponent wings 
when the latter threatened the Mc- 
Gill goal. Captain Walter Stcnson 
played his usual consistent game and 
made a number of brilliant saves. 
The three goals that he did allow 
were impossible shots, the Queen's 
team earning all of them. 

For Queens, Campbell, Nelson and 
McKclvey bore the brunt of the at- 
tack. Nelson, the tri-color -centre, 
did some clever stickhandling, while 
his eye for the net was eagle-like, the 
diminutive puck chaser scoring two 
of his team's goals. Campbell was 
the fastest man for the visitors, and 
threatened the McGill goal a number 
of times. "Red" McKclvey, of foot- 
ball fame, performed well for Queens, 
doing some very good checking, 
Smith and Ratchford took care of the 
defence, and succeeded in keeping 
the McGill wings out during the 
greater part of the game. But the 
visitors have .McNeill to thank for 
the close game which they succeeded 
in giving the Red -and White. This 
youngster gave one of the finest ex- 
hibitions of goal tending that has been 
seen in intercollegiate competition for 
a long time. 

Although the contest was spirited 
throughout, the play was very clean, 
and few penalties were handed out. 
An excellent spirit of sportsmanship 
prevailed, ami the McGill players 
agreed that the vsitors were as fine a 
lot of men as they have ever opposed.

Game is Won by Fast Passing 
and Team Work. 



On Saturday afternoon the McGill 
basketball team defeated Queens by the 
score of 31 to 24. The clever team- 
work of the entire McGill team was un- 
doubtedly the cause of the victory as 
they scored eight baskets against two of 
the Kingston team.

Every state in the Union, Alaska 
Hawaii, Porto Rico, the Philippine Is 
lands and 42 foreign countries are 
represented this year among Har 
yard's 6,073 students, according to 
figures made public by the university. 

Massachusetts leads the States in 
the number of its representatives at 
Harvard. There arc in the university 
2,344 students from Massachusetts 
homes, or a little less than 39 per 
cent of the entire enrollment. Eight 
per cent of the student body come 
front the other New England states 
making the total percentage of New 
Engenders slightly under 47.. Forty 
eight per cent come from other parts 
of the United States, one-half of 1 
per cent from the outlying territories 
of the United States, and about 4 1-2 
per cent from foreign countries. The 
States most heavily represented after 
Massachusetts, arc New York, with 
719 students, or nearly 12 per cent of 
the total; Pennsylvania, with 251: 
Ohio, with 259; Illinois, with 189 
New Jersey, with' 179, and California, 
with 167. Maine follows with 154 and 
Connecticut with 136. The smallest 
state representation is that of Nevada, 
which has only two Harvard students 
Among the foreign countries rep 
resented. China leads, with 74 stu- 
dents; China is second, with 54; Ja 
pan is third, with 20; South Africa 
fourth, with 16; and France and In- 
dia tied for fifth, with 12. The Cana- 
dians arc scattered through the var- 
ious Harvard departments, with the 
largest groups in the Graduate School 
of Arts and Sciences, the Law School 
and the college. Of the Chinese, nine 
arc in the college, 16 in the Graduate 
School and 12 in the Business School, 
with the rest scattering. Eight of the 
20 Japanese are in the Graduate 
School. The South Africans, on the 
other hand, concentrate upon dentist

Dr. William H. Sutherland to be Minister of Public Works in 
Oliver Cabinet — Dr. H. B. Osborne, Med. '86, Dies in 
London — Fraser S. Keith, Sci. '03, Re-appointed Secre- 
tary of the Engineering Institute of Canada — Many En 
gagements Between Former McGill Men and Women. 




Hon. Dr. William H. Sutherland, a 
member of class of Medicine '99, has 
just been sworn in as Minister of Pub- 
lic Works in the Oliver administration 
in British Columbia, to replace Hon. Dr. 
J. H. King, Med. '95, who has become 
Minister of Public Works in the King 
Federal administration. 
Hon. Dr. Sutherland was born at Sen 
. View, P.E.I.,, in 1876 and is of Scottish 
parentage. He was educated at Prince 
of Wales College, Charlottetown, and at 
McGill. From 1899 to 1900 Dr. Suther- 
land was bouse surgeon at the Royal 
Victoria hospital and later, removing to 
British Columbia, became divisional sur- 
geon at Rcvclstoke for the Canadian 
Pacific railway and .superintendent of 
tlte Queen Victoria hospital in that city. 
In 1909 he was elected president of the 
British Columbia Medical Council. In 
1916 he was returned to the Legislature 
and. re-elected in 1920, ultimately being 
chosen as chief whip of the Liberal 
party in the Legislature. 

Hon. Dr. James II. King, who has 
assumed the important portfolio of Pub- 
lic Works in the Federal cabinet, is. a 
native of Chipman, X. B.. where he was 
born in the same 'year as Dr. Suther- 
land. From 1895 to 1898 he was in prac- 
tice at Andovcr and St. John,, N. B., and 
then moved to British Columbia. From 
1903 to 1907 he represented Cranbrook 
in the Legislature and in 1911 was the 
■ unsuccessful Liberal candidate for 
Kootena at the Federal general election. 
The year 1916 saw him once more a 
member of the Legislature and in 1920 
he was rc-clcctcd. From 1916 until the 
• >■ time of his call to the Dominion cabinet 
h; was Minister of Public Works for 
British Columbia. Dr. King was one of 
fchï original governors of the American 
College of Surgeons at first convention 
. held in Chicago in 191.Î and in 1909 at 
tended the Western Congress of Mel- 
icine and Surgery held at Budapest 
Hmgary.

Hon. Dr. William H. Sutherland, 
member of class of Medicine '99, has 
just been sworn in as Minister of Pub' 
Kc Works in the Oliver administration 
in British Columbia, to replace Hon. Dr. 
J. H. King, Med. '95, -who has become 
Minister of Public Works in the King 
Federal administration. 

Hon. Dr. Sutherland was born at Sen 
View, P.E.I.,, in 1876 and is of Scottish 
parentage. He was educated at Prince 
of Wales College, Charlottetown, and at 
[■'■ McGill. From 1899 to 1900 Dr. Suther- 
land was bouse surgeon at the Royal 
Victoria hospital and later, removing to 
British Columbia, became divisional sur- 
geon at Rcvclstokc for the Canadian 
Pacific railway and superintendent of 
tflic Queen Victoria hospital in that city. 
In 1909 he was elected president of the 
British Columbia Medical Council. In 
1916 he was returned to the Legislature 
and, re-elected in 1920, ultimately being 
. chosen as clfiW whip of the Liberal 
party in the Legislature. 

Hon. Dr. James 11. King, who has 
assumed the important portfolio of Pub- 
lic Works in the Federal cabinet, is. a 
native of Chipman, X. B., where he was 
In the same 'year as Dr. Sutlicr- 
From 189S to 1898 he was in prac- 
tice at Andovcr and St. John,, X. B., and 
- then moved to British Columbia. From 
1903 to 1907 he represented Cranbrook 
in -the Legislature and in 1911 was the 
unsuccessful Liberal candidate ior 
Kootcna at the Federal general election. 
The year 1916 saw him once more a 
member of the Legislature and in 1920 
he was re-elected. From 1916 until the 
time of his call to the Dominion cabinet 
hi was Minister of Public Works for 
British Columbia. Dr. King was one of 
tft? original governors of the American 
College of Surgeons at first convention 
held in Chicago in 1913 and in 1909 at 
tended the Western Congress of Mel 
irjne and Surgery held at Budapest, 
Hurgary.
